Unofficial weather gauges in the Union 
Depot showed a fall of about six inches 
during the night, and the official mark is 
stationary, the water being 35 feet at 6 
a.m. The fall is in the Kaw, which so far 
has done the greatest damage. 

The. Missouri is rising. It rose 5 inches 


since yesterday. 

The danger of q famine has passed, and 
the railroads are confident that they will 
be able to bring in ample supplies from this 
time on. 

The stock of meats in the packing houses, 
most of which can be taken out in boats, 
proves to be greater than at first supposed, 
and there is no doubt that there is suffi- 

Mcient meat to sustain the city for a week, 
even if nothing is brought in from outside. 

There is a greater scarcity of food in 
Kansas City, Kan., but with the opening 
of the electric line from Leavenworth, it is 
thought there will be no distress of an 
deute description. 


-WATER—GAS—STREET CARS. 


‘Superintendent Goodwin of the water- 
" ‘works department announced this morning 
thet. he believed. the water supply would 
“be in a measure restored by nightfall. 
He has placed a pump and boiler in the 
center of Allen street and is running a 
enpply pipe into a 20-inch main leading to 
A Holly street reservoir. 

This, he says, he can fill by night, giv-: 
ine the city better protection against fire 
and providing water for sanitary purposes. 

All the cable car lines have resumed op- 
érations and are running as usual. The 
power plant of the electric lines is under 
water and these roads will not be able 
to run until the water subsides.

The great danger now is the crumbling 
of brick buildings, and this has begun in 
some quarters where old buildings are 
standing. 

Here and there the corner of a brick 
structure has gone down, but there has 
been no general collapse as yet of any 
large building. ‘ 

All through the freight yards numbers of 
cars are being loosened from their trucks 
and are floating down stream. 

When swept along by the current they 
make a high-class battering ram, and the 
front of any building that receives many 
shocks from them is bound to suffer ma- 
terial damage.

The forecaster’s prediction of a flood 
crest of 34 feet by Thursday night or Fri- 
day morning is now certain of fulfillment. 

When this stage is reached there will be 
two feet of water in the streets on the 
levee, the cellars of which are now nearly 
full of sepe’ waiter. Damages to the extent 
of hundreds of thousands of dollars will 
be done in St. Louis and contiguous terri- 
tory. 

Manvfactories north and south of the 
central part of the city will suffer. great 
damage from the overflow which will oc- 
eur. 

The low-lying portions of the city, north 
and south, will be submerged. 

Great damage will be done tn’ the ritver- } 
bank cities on the east side, both to pri- 
vate and manufacturing property.

Flood Between St. 


Louis and Gratton 


Viewed From Steamboat Pilot House 


By a Post-Dispatch correspondent 
who traversed the flooded district be- 
tween St. Louis and Grafton on the 
steamer Spread Eagle yesterday aft- 
ernoon and returned on the same boat 
this morning. 

Indications are that the %-foot stage at 
®t. Louis, predicted by the’ signal service 
bureau for Thursday night or Friday 
snorning, will be exceeded. 

A %84-foot stage at St. Louls means im- 
mense loss. Should the river go higher a 
paralysis of many of the great industries 
©n the Illinois side, from Alton to East 
Bt. Louis, will follow. 

Already tens of thousands of acres of 
soil, the most productuve in the Middle 
West, on the Missour! and Illinois sides, 
are under water. 

Sweeping from above with the added !m- 
petus of dozens of swollen tributaries, 
the Mississippi has leaped from its accus- 
tomed channel until -its spread embraces 
ell the lowlands contiguous to jis banks. 
Hiourly it reaches further. 

In the past 2% hours hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars have been lost to Mis- 
pouri and Illinois farmers through ruined 


In a half dozen places between Alton 
and St. Louis the river, with its lagoons 
and bayous, is from five to seven miles 
wide. : 
Current Six 

Miles an Hour. 

Rain fell in torrents when the Spread 
Eagle cast loose from her moorings at 
the foot of Vine street and Washington 
a@venue for the up trip Monday at 3 p. m. 

Slowly she backed into midstream 
through the debris, which raced by on a 
current of siximiles an hour. 

Pilot Roy Watson, a veteran of the 
wheel, ran her nose against the current 
and her paddies responded with violent 
throbbings, which spoke of heavy resist- 
ance to her progress. : 

Under the pressure of her huge wheel 
ghe responded, while the rain dashed mad- 
ly against the windows of the pilot house 
and mist enveloped the boat. 

The levee front plainly showed the rise 
of the river when seen from the pilot 
house. Piles along the wharf which two 
days before had been visible to the bot- 
tom, were only a foot above the surfaée. 

A stretch of a quarter mile on the IIli- 
nois side between East St. Louis and 
Venice, which two days before had been 
dry jand, was covered with water, where 
myriads of houseboats had taken refuge. 
They floated on an anchorage four feet 
deep. 

On both sides of the river, from Eads 
bridge to the Chain of Rocks, there are 
9000 houseboat dwellers. Their floating 
‘homes have been moved further inland and 
lashed to every available means of sup- 
port with slacked ropes, which permit them 


Floating driftwood is what your. house- 

boatman fears most, for if his frail craft 
fe caught in a jam it means the destruc- 
tion of all his earthly possessions and 
a battle to save his family and self from 
the angry river... 
' “Little Oklahoma,”’ in North 8t. Louls, 
is the largest and most picturesque house- 
boat settlement along the river front. It 
has a population of 400. 

The water was dashing against the ends 
of railroad tracks near ‘the Merchants’ 
bridge, the rallroad embankment doing 
Guty as a levee to keep it from pouring 
into stock pens -and the basements .of 
Warehouses and packing plants. 

Already the tide had reached the first 
floor of the Reardon Manufacturing Co., 
and the lower yard of the Knapp-Stout 
‘Lamber Co. was flooded. 

A tier of piles at the old waterworks 
above the Merchants’ bridge held at bay 
enough driftwood to keep a hundred fam- 
flies warm six months. 

As the steamer passed under the bridge 
& roustabout erected a pole to learn the 
clearance between the girders and the 
smokestack. It was barely four feet. 

“That %-foot stage will make us lay 
up or snip off our stacks,”’ said Mr. Wat- 


.““We'll run the boats if the stacks are 
cut down to the hull,” was Capt. Layhe’s 
observation. 


furnishes Granite City with water, looked 
like a small bay, dotted with islands. 

“That was dry land Saturday,’ re- 
marked Mr. Watson pointing toan ex- 
panse of water. “In a day or 80 most of 
those islands will be out of sight.’’ 

The island, several miles long, is deserted, 
save at the northern headland, where the 
Granite City waterworks station stands. 

This is on a high knoll, reinforced by 
an artificial elevation. It is believed to be 
safe from the impending flood by a. nar- 
row margin. 

The lower and middle portions of the 
island are in wheat, but the green fields 
are already covered with lagoons and the 
hungry stream is tearing away the banks, 
yatd after yard. 

The back water is encroaching from the 
inner side and it is only a question of 
hours when it will meet the river. 

Sawyer’s bend is opposite the lower end 
of Gabaret island. Here the river covers 
a stretch of five miles, aided by the over- 
flow. The normal width of the channel 
is a mile and a quarter. 


This Cabin 
Is Doomed. 

One family resides just below Montgom- 
ery’s towhead. The water laps at. the foot 
of the one-story cabin, which has been va- 
cated. It will be swept away by the rise. 

A quarter mile above a widow and fam- 
ily reside on a farm reclaimed from Mis- 
sissippi accretions. The buildings have 
been elevated to escape an ordinary over- 
flow, but skiffs are moored nearby to 
afford the islanders speedy escape. 

The Chain of Rocks pumping station, 
ten miles from the hourthouse, stands ten 
feet above the water’s brink. 

Opposite the lower edge of the Missouri 
Point, on the Illinois side, the river has 
bitten away a 2-foot gap in a levee erect- 
ed by farmers to protect their wheat fields. 
Less than a half foot intervenes between 
the current and its prey. 

“Been chawed out the past week,” said 
the pilot. ‘‘The river will be through by 
morning when we go back,” and the pre- 
diction came true. 

Missouri Point, a long stretch, is cut 
up into hundreds of sections by the river. 

At Madison Point, opposit, a portion of a 
levee had hastily been thrown up. Sev- 
eral fine wheat and corn fields were in 
jeopardy. 

“A dozen farmers were working there 
this morning,’’ Mr. Watson remarked. 
“Guess they saw the job was hopeless and 
quit.”’ ’ 

Water four feet deep: surrounded the 
clubhouse of the North St. Louis Fishing 
Club, a short distance above. -The danc- 
ing pavilion was submerged. 

Where the Mississippi and the Missouri 
intermingled they looked like an inland 
sea. The Missouri is black with debris. 
Above the Missouri's mouth, the Missis- 
sippi is comparatively free of drift. 


Mobile Island 

Under Water. 
Mobile Island, which juts into the teeth 
of both streams, is completely inundated 
and uninhabitable. 
Maple and Alton islands were passed and 
as the Spread Eagle neared Alton the bot- 
toms below the city gave the appearance 
of a Venice in frame houses. 
From four to six feet of water prevails 
everywhere. A hundred dwellings had 
been abandoned. 
The Alton Humane Society has instituted 
means of relief for the destitute, many 
of whom are houseboat dwellers. The 
dead body of an unknown man was found 
above Sparks’ mill Sunday. No one has 
been able to identify it. It is believed that 
the man was drowned while endeavoring 
to rescue cattle in the lowlands. 
The river has risen to such a stage at 
Alton that steamers can pull near the Chi- 
cago, Peoria & St. Louis right-of-way and 
run their gang planks on the track to un- 
load freight. 
The approach to the Burlington. bridge is 
being washed away. Two thousand sacks 
of sand have been piled in front of the 
weakened spot and a watch to prevent 
further damage is being maintained. 
The Altonian, a ferry boat, and dozens 
of small craft have been saving the effects 
and cattle of flood victims. Hundreds of 
head of cattle have been rescued.

Water Seeps Through 

Railroad Embankment. 

Water is seeping through the Bluff Line 
Railway tracks and into the basements 
of the mills and business houses along 
the Alton dock. 

The wharfboats have all been warped 
20 feet nearer the shore, af the river has 
covered the plank approaches. 

From Alton to Grafton the same condi- 
tions prevail. Piasa creek is out of bounds 
and Piasa Island is nearly all submerged. 
The River at Allen’s Landing has risen 
and freight delivery by steamer has been 
abandoned. Landings below Alton, at 
North St. Louis Hunting and Fishing Club, 
Mobile Island and Freeman’s Bar are also 
omitted because there is no place to debark 
a cargo. 

Last night the Belle of Calhoun, on her 
way to St. Louis from Hamburg Bay, 
was telephoned from Alton not to attempt 
to go under the Merchant's bridge, as her 
stacks would not clear since the river’s 
rise. 

A belief is entertained that the Missouri 
river may cut through the isthmus below 
Grafton and enter the. Mississippi near 
that point. Steamboat men say this ts not 
impossible, especially in flood season. 
Should this occur it would throw the 
Missourt(’s mouth 22 miles north of .ita 
present one and change the topography of 
a large territory below Grafton to M's- 
souri Point. 


PASSENGERS LIVED 
ON EGGS AND MILK 


R. C. Brown, who has offices in the 
Chemical building, arrived in St. Lou's 
Tuesday morning from Des Moines, Io., 
near where he and a dozen other St. Loults- 
ans were prisoners on a Wabash train, be- 
cause of washvouts since Friday night. 
Mr. Brown is the only passenger to get 
through the water-invested country, and 
when he left, the rest of the passengers 
were living on eggs and milk. 

Wabash train No. 4 left Des Moines for 
Kansas City Friday night, over the Mon- 
terset branch of the Burlington, because 
its own track was impassable. 

At Clarkson, 11 miles from Des Moines, 
the train could go no further.

Finally the water on the engine gave out, 
15 miles from a tank, and the besieged pas- 
sengers gave up hope of speedy release. 
After a half dozen efforts, Mr. Brown and 
a railroad man, by wading through water 
to their waist for several miles, reached 
the uplands and walked to Sebastapol, a 
suburb of Des Moines. 

The train is still held at Clarkson. J. W. 
McDonald, a director of the World's Fair, 
is on board. 

The angriest passenger was a Des Moines 
society man, whose wedding to a Kansas 
City woman was to have been solemnized 
The groom-to-be not: only failed to arrive 
for the wedding, but, as the wires were 
down, he was unable to apprise her of his 
embarrassing position.

Saturday night was the night of horror. 
Two fires broke out in the flood district 
and burned over four blocks in the bust- 
ness district. Hach fire was caused by 
slacking lime. 

Hundreds of barrels of lime were in the 
lumber yards and when the water reached 
them they began to slack. 

The yard of the Thomas Lumber Co., on 
Kansas avenue, near the river, blazed up 
first soon after dark. The yard of the 
Central Sash and Door Co., three biocks 
up the street, followed. 

Blazing brands from them floated about 
on the water and set fire to other build- 
ings, the flames burned to the water's 
surface, and then went out. 

Just what buildings burned are not 
known. That cannot be determined until 
the water goes down. A large boarding 
house near the Thomas lumber yard and 
a score of small houses near the others 
are missing, but whether they were aj! 
burned or some were washed away cannot 
be ascertained.

600 SOUARE 
MILES OF LAND 


UNDER WATER 


Special to the Post-Dispatcn. 
KEOKUK, Io., June 2.—Six hundred 


miles of rich farming land along the 


Mississippi south of here is under water. 

The Egyptian levee. broke during the 
night in two places and today there are 
20° breaks in it. .This levee runs from the 
M'ssissippi at Alexandria to the bluffs and 
protects the lowlands as far south as Han- 
nibal from overflow from the Des Moines. 
A strip of country ten miles wide and 60 
miles long is now under water and the 
crops, which never looked better, will be 
a total loss. Much of the land overflowed 
bas not been flooded for 33 years. The loss 
will reach $1,000,000. 

‘The town of Alexandria, Io., six miles 
south of Keokuk, is entirely submerged and 
the people are living in the second stories 
or making preparations to move. A strip 
of land 300 feet long and % fé@et wide along 
the river front is the only land in the town 
that is not flooded. This is crowded with 
horses, cattle, hogs, and people with house- 
hold belongings, and the problem of trans- 
porting them js a serious one. 

Grave fears are entertained for the safety 
of the Hunt levee, which protects the bot- 
toms from Warsaw to Quincy, on the IIlli- 
noig side. Men are at work on it and it can 
stand. a few more inches of a rise. The 
loss of live stock will prove very heavy. 

From the vicinity of Wayland, five miles 
west of Alexandria, great distress is re- 
ported. People in the country are cooped 
on the roofs of the houses and firing guns 
to altract rescue parties. 

Reports from up the Des Moines valley 
show that the flood is the worst ever ex- 
perienced there. The bridges at Keosau- 
qua and Bentonsport, both five-apan stcel

KANSAS CITY, Mo., June 2.—Several 
boats arrived here from Kansas City, Kan., 
this morning and their occupants were able 
to give the first accurate information re- 
garding conditions in that city, which has 
been available within 30 hours. The sit- 
uation there is almost identical with that 
upon this side of the river. The streets 
of Riverview and Wyandotte, which, with 
Armourdale, form Kansas City, Kan., are 
thronged with refugees, all the churches 
are filled with people who have been driven 
from their homes and crowds of them are 
‘in public buildings, where they are being 
cared for by the city. 

It is estimated that 20,000 people who 
formerly lived in Armourdale and on the 
West Bottoms have been driven from their 


homes.

Gas and electric lights are cut off, leaving 
the town In darkness.

RIVER IS FALLING 
FAST AT TOPEKA 


TOPEKA, Kan., June 2.—The flood situa- 
tion here today is materially better. The 
Kansas river fell during the night at the 
rate of an inch an hour. The .standard 
gauge measurement at 8 o'clock this morn- 
ing showed a 27-inch fall from the highest 


point of Sunday. 
It is safe to say that all those marooned 


in trees and in flooded houses will soon 
be removed to places of safety. At the 
Sardou bridge alone over 209 were landed 
last night. 

The previous estimate of 20 dead is still 
aGhered to. Many reported missing are 
showing up, but it will only be possible to 
givé the actual loss of life when the waters 
have finally receded. 

It is believed several persons were 
drowned and. that their bodies have floated 
away. 

The greatest fear in Topeka now is an 
epidemic of disease. 

“ At relief depots where refugees are hud- 
died tégether several persons suffering 
with contagious diseases were removed to 
the hospitals as rapidly as possible. The 
absence of good drinking water is another 


disease breeder.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., June 2.—Kansas 


City will never forget her experience in 
the past three days of the deluge. 

With gas and electric lights extinguished, 
the waterworks shut down and the city 
practically at the mercy of the first fire 
that breaks out; with railroad transpor- } 
tation feeble and uncertain, the city was 
bereft of the things most common to cliv- 
llized communities. Sunday and Monday 
nights the flood situation reached its cli- 
max. 

Last night in the wholesale district peo- 
ple were waving white cloths to attract 
attention. They had been held prisoners 
for two days, threatened with death by 
drowning, at one time by fire and for the 
most part without food, and for 24 hours 
certainly without drinking water. They 
will al! be saved today unless the water 
rises more, and this seems improbable. 

The great danger now is that the foun- 
dations may be undermined, and buildings 
with their contents toppled over into the 
floed. 

There has been no suffering in the city 
,beyond that sustained by the people driven 
from their homes. There hae been excellent 
work done by -the loral relief committee, 
and those in contro! of this work are con- 
fident that the city will be able to care for 
its own without calling upon the balange 
of the states Every demand has been 
promptly met thus far, and the only danger 
seems to be in a long continued stage of 
high water. 

Last. night the city was in absolute dark- 
ness. There was not the glimmer of a gas 


‘jet or the flare of an electric light save itn 


buildings which have their own electric 
light plants. : 

Stegm for these is supplied by water 
hauled from the river, Power for the three 
street car lines that have resumed opera- 
tions is furnished by water piped six 
squares from a small stream in one of the 
valleys.

Last evening the east bottoms in tha. 


vicinity of the Heims brewery was an at- 
tractive place from which to view the 
plunging river with its melancholy sou- 
venirs of the rampage further up. From 
the brewery nearly a quarter of a mile 
‘in the direction of the river the land was 
)protected from the rising water by the 
‘embankment of the Missouri Pacific rail- 
‘road. This ernbankment formed not only 
a safelooking dyke, but a vantage ground 
for sightseers, nearly 2000 of whom were 
strung along the tracks. Hundreds of 
others watched the ¢iver from second 
story windows, or the roofs of their homes. 

The brewery, the. police station, itself, 
stores, saloons and scores of cottages were 
flooded and there was not a boat within 
miles. Lieut. Adams promptly transferred 
headquarters to a 4x8 shed and began 
working wires in every direction to get 
boats. A few people, nearer the high 
ground than others, were rescued on rafts 
during the night, but the active rescue 
work began this morning when a wagon 
with 15 boats arrived. 

For the most pert they were not of the 
best, these boats, but they were hailed 
as treasures and promptly launched. Men, 
women and children were rescued from 
tree branches, teiegraph byes, box cars and 
roofa 

Twenty persons who spent the night in 
the Martin school were taken out and 
about 80 more were rescued from O'Brien's 
lodging house. One victim, a ~ colored 
youth, was contentedly enjoying a swing 
when a boat approached. He had fied to 
a tree from which a child’s swing de- 
pended. The refugee discovered the swing 
at daybreak, shortened the ropes that his 
feet would clear the water and abandoned 
his uncomfortable branch for the swing. 

What appealed to some of the police as 
an almost ludicrous state of affairs was 
that in many instances the rescuers had 
fairly to drag people into the boats. Like 
horses huddled in a blazing stable they 
seem to fear to leave their homes, al- 
though the latter in most cases appeared 


unequal to the task of standing long 
against the flood.

that can be seen by travelers as they pass 
through the city. The Eighth street line 
comes down from the bluffs through @ 
tunnel. The elevated road runs from just 
south of the Union depot to the high land 
across the Kaw in Kansas City, Kan. At 
present it runs over a sea of water several 
feet deep and cannot cross the Kaw, as 
the bridge has been swept aw4y. 

One reason why the water is deeper over 
the Kansas City bottoms than anywhere 
else along the Kaw is that it is forced be- 
tween the bluffs at this point to get into 
the Missouri, while further west it can 
spread out over the prairie. 

All the railroad yards of Kansas City 
are either in the west or east bottoms. The 
west, bottoms are those already written 
about and are the oldest part of the whole- 
sale district. The east bottoms are the 
Missouri bottoms and have been buflt up 
within the past dozen years. 

With the exception of the trains which 
cross the bridge, all trains enter the Union 
depot over the bottom land. All the freight 
vards and the freight houses are on this 
bottom land. 

There are also a large number of small 
buildings in the bottom, occupied as small 
business houses or dweilings. The dwell- 
ers of this section are almost entirely 
poor persons and they are largely colored. 
All the fine residence portion of Kansas 
City is on the high lands. The city hall, 


|merchants'’ exchange, big retail houses and 


all the banks are up on the bluffs. 

It does not take a very great rise in 
either the Kaw or the Missouri to send 
the water over the banks in the west 
bottoms. Every year or two there will be 
quite a bit of water In the streets and cel- 
lars nearest the river, but there has never 
been anything like the present flood, not 
even in 1889, which saw the water all over 
the bottoms and a foot or two deep in 
the old Union depot.

Skiff Capsized in River's Current While Father 
Was Conveying the Family From Flooded Is- 
land Home—Father and One Child Rescued. 


Reports were received at St. Charles 
Tuesday morning of the drowning of 
Mra, William Schmidt and her two small 
children in an. attempt to escape on a 
flathoat from Catfish Island, in the Mis- 
souril river, seven miles southwest of St. 
Charles. 

‘Sehmidt and his family of four were 
compelled to rbandon their home on the 


island early Tuesday morning, and 
loaded a part of their household goods 
on the small boat in which they depended 
for safety. In midstream the craft cap- 
sized, and Schmidt was able to save only 
one of his children.

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Lowlands Near the Tri-Cities oT 
Have a Destructive Overflow 


The lowlands on the Illinois side of the 
Mississippi river from Gabaret Island to 
East St. Louis, are covered with water, 
and the tri-cities, Granite City, Venice and 
Madison, and the smaller villages in that 
vicinity are threatened from the front and 
rear with the muddy water. 

Many of the poorer residents of the low- 
lands remained in their homes on the land 
they had secured by squatters’ rights, in 
hopes that they might save their gardens 
and small property until they were com- 
pelled to leave so hurriedly to save their 
lives, that they could take *nothing with 
them. 

These ‘people are destitute and have 
sought refuge in the tri-cities, where the 

' residents are taking care of them as well 
as they can in the excitement that pre- 
vailed among themselves.

Another source of fear is that the hastily 
laid sewerage system of both Madison and 
Granite City may prove a boomerang, and 
ingtead of carrying away the sewage may 
provide an inlet for the high’ water through 
the levees, through which the sewers were 
laid to connect with the river. 

The levee commissions have stationed 
sentinels at points on the levee and the 
tunnels will be carefully watched. Many 
persons are leaving the tri-cities and others 
less| excited, although careful, are prepar- 
ing for high water. 

A six-foot rise from the present stage 
“can be resisted by the levees. Seepage 
water may show in small quantities, but 
a general overflow is not feared from the 
present outlook. 

Special patrols have been appointed by 
the levee commissioners to avoid the cut- 
ting of the Madison levee by the lowland 
farmers, who did this {n the high water of 
1902, to relieve their lands from the over- 
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as yet affected by the ficod.

The June grandjury will continue the 
inquiry into legislative boodling.

80,000 Women Sailors. 


In a recent address Labor Commissioner 
Carroll D. Wright referred to the fact 
that along the wild coast of Breton there 
are some 30,000 women earning a livelihood 
as sailors. They rank, as‘regards wages 
and work, exactly as do the male members 
of the crews, but each is the holder of a 
government permit, one clause of which 
forbids her to act as captain, says the 
Philadelphia Public Ledger. 

In Norway, Sweden and Finland women 
are frequently shipped as sailors, while in 
Denmark large numbers are employed as 
pilots. They go in tiny boats to meet in- 
coming veseels, nimbly climb om board and 
exhibit their diplomas. All the girls of 
Himla, near Rhodes, are not only skilled 
mariners, but also divers. They are not 


allowed to marry until they have made at 
least, three voyages and have brought up a 
certain number of sponges, to be taken 
from ~a certain depth, the people of the 
island living entirely by sponge fishing. 
Among the women sailors of Santa Bar- 
bara are 13 sisters, the daughters of one 
mother, who for the past 31 years has 
been in charges of the Ughthouse there. 
She is said to have climbed the tower and 
attended to the light herself every night 


during that time, except for a space of) 


three weeks. 3 years ago, Although now 
very old and infirm, she refuses to re- 
linquish her post. 

At Yokohama crews of women are kept 
in readiness to ship on any tramp coast- 
ing steamer which may be in want of 
hands.

The following from Broomhall, just re- 
ceived by mail, says of the British wheat 
crop: “The prospects of the wheat crop 
are far from encouraging. The plant is 
pining for heat everywhere. The agricul- 
tural outlook in parts of the west of 
England is of the most gloomy description. 
The London Agricultural Gazette describes 
the season as late. and says that every- 
thing which grows is more or less. back- 
ward. The London Mark Lane Express is 
oracular and says, ‘no sun, no wheat.’ 
It must be admitted that the season is 
becoming very late, and so far, absence 
of warmth and sunlight have been con- 
spicuous. But {ft is questionable whether 
the springs of the three preceding years 
were greatly different to the present one.”
